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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

1. Independent claim 25 and the claims dependent thereon have been 
allowed because none of the references of record teach or suggest a process for 
making a support catalyst comprising combining a catalytic active component, a 
catalyst support optionally containing a promoter therein, and an acid material to 
form a slurry , adjusting the slurry to a pH of 7-8, and recovering the supported 
catalyst from the slurry. 

2. Independent claim 26 and the claims dependent thereon have been 
allowed because none of the references of record teach or suggest a process for 
making a supported catalyst comprising dispersing a catalytic active component 
within pores of a catalyst support, wherein the catalyst support optionally 
contains a promoter therein, and converting the catalytic active component to an 
active metal complex intermediate at a pH of 7-8 . 

3. Independent claim 55 and the claims dependent thereon have been 
allowed because none of the references teach or suggest a supported catalyst 
formed by combining a catalytic active component, a catalyst support optionally 
containing a promoter therein, and an acid material to form a slurry , adjusting the 
slurry to a pH of 7-8, and recovering the supported catalyst from the slurry.
